A DROP OP BLOOD. 


Iu the Bummer of 1883 I was employ- 


ed to look after some l&gaT business at 
Joone Courthouse, W.Ya. Leaving the 
railroad al; Brdwnstowii and taking di- 
rections arid n. horao from iny landlord 
at that point, I set out through tho 
mountains early in the afternoon, ex- 
pecting to reach Racine in tirae for enp- 


r. 
AB the afternoon waned, however, I 


noticed that the road became constant- 
ly rougher aud apparently more unfre- 
quented until it was liiitle more than a 
deserted pathway that crossed and re- 
orosseu the gravelly hed of o dry croek 
in a mad effort to remain in the narrow 
valley that wound cirouitously among. 
She mountains, whose black timbered 
summits ecemed to stretch higher and 
higher above me in the gathering twi- 
light. It being a cloudy day, I was 
completely mystified as to^the points of 
the compass, aud it now becamo evident 
to me that I had in some manner missed 
my way.

To the lefl 
aaid rifjhtwere closed doors, and attach 
ed to the white casement of tho lattei 
was a little bracket candelabra contain 
ing a cluster of six half consumed was 
candles. Lighting two of these, I toot 
one of them from tho holder, and open 
ing the door at my right entered. 


The room in which I found myseli 


was apparently the parlor of the desert- 
ed mansion. The dust covered haircloth 
furniture, which had evidently been for 
many years undisturbed, was of a etylo 
massive end once mttoh iu vogue. A 
number of paintings and engravings 
were upon the walls in tarnished gilt 
frames. A largo cliandelier suspended 
in the center of the room was of elabo- 
rate workmanship. The floor was cov- 
ered with a heavy matting, the exact 
nature of which I eoukl hardly deter- 
mine, owing to the thick covering of 
dust Passing on to tho adjoining room, 
I was not disappointed in finding it to 
be a large bedroom with all the appoint- 
ments peculiar to an old time southern 
home of wealth.

Prying open one of tha creaking win- 


dows and its heavy shutters to let fresh 
air into the musty apartment, I fasten- 
ed back the draperies of the tall bed aucl 
threw back the long unused bedding,. 
the odor of which reminded me of cere- 
ments. To relieve this somewhat I cov- 
ered the pillow with my ooat, and re- 
moving ouly lay outer garments I. lay 
down, for I was greatly fatigued with 
riding, an exorcise to which I was total- 
ly unaccustomed. 


My candle I had, with a few drops ot 


melted wax, affixed to a small 'tabla 
near the center of the room, and having 
no desire:to remain in darkness in this 
lonely place I loft it burning. 


As-.T lay there, wondering at my 


etrango surroundings and not altogether 
free from ft sense of fear at the silouc9 
and shadows' of the deserted place, I now 
noticed for tho first tinio that beyond 
my candle and a little to the left thera 
hung against the partition wall separat- 
ing tho two rooms a full length portrait 
of a lady^ Tho picture was au oil paint- 
ing and the execution admirable. It was 
fnlly life size, and the frame that in- 
closed it wide aud elaborate, although 
now tarnished and tlusty. 


But it was thd:figuro itself that most 


attracted mo. The face was that of a 
woman not beyond 20 years, of age and 
beautiful in tho extreme. Her hair was 
a wealth of (jlisteninK cold, her dress 


tot of a bride. The piotnm appeared to 
uwe Buffered bnt little from age, and i 
(he light aa it fell upon it mode the: 
view from niy position remarkably good. 
As I lay there tu talent contemplation 
of this beautiful portrait I forgot any 
ncipieut fears that had hovered about 
mo and fell to specula ting upon the his- 
tory of this deserted house and the story 
of that' fair bride. 


I waa too tired to muse long, My,eyer 


Ida grew heavier, and I caught myself 
mingling fact aud fancy without bains 
able to distinguish them. Then I fell 
asleep. 


I do not know what timo it waa when 


[woke, but it must have been very.late, 
'Or I noticed that the candle hod burned 
ow and was flaring wildly as from a 
draft At that moment a fear came upon 
me such as I had never known. An ici- 
ness eeemed creeping over my body, be- 
giuuiug at my feet and extending rapid- 
ly upward. I was trembling as with an 
ague. 


A slight rustling sound from the next 


room attracted me, arid turning my eyes 
involuntarily in that direction I almost 
expired from fear,""f or into the chamber, 
her head bowed and wringing her hands 
in evident distress of mind, there <3i- 
tered the lady of tha portrait. Tbe coun- 
terpart was exact—the dress, tho pattern 
of tho lace, even the rings npon her 
slender white fingers.- That it was a 
spirit I never for a moment doubted. 


Slowly she approached tho bedside

ttlti, T'lyluir ]n Burma. 


Mr. K. D. Cnniing, author of "In the 


Shadow of the Pagoda,'' describes the 
Burmese as much given to kite flying, 
an amusemout that they contrive to t'-n- 
joy with a minimum of boaily exertion. 
Thoir method of operations is very sim- 
ple. Says Mr. Cuming: 


Yon pare down two 12 inch slips of 


bamboo, tio them at t-hojr centers cross- 
wise, run a thread arouud the four tips 
aud paste upon this frame one thickness 
of paper. Tio a nail or a small screw 
nut to one corner, and your kite is made. 


The altitude that a well made Iflte of 


this kind will roach is wonderful, and 
the lightest breath of wind will take it 
up. A hundred and fifty or 200 yards 
of strong sowing thread, wound on a 
skeleton reel of 4 inches iu diameter and 
8 inches in length, completes tho equip- 
ment. 


Then, having started the kite by a 


process of gentle playing, you "squat 
down in tho middle o£ the street, so as 
to keep yonr thread clear, of tha houses 
and let tho kite help itself. 


If you have fastened tho thread with 


cunning, tho kite rises almost perpen- 
dicularly, briugiug you joy iu the envy 
and admiration of those who cannot 
uiake a steeper angle than 40 .degrees. 
The kite having taken out ali the thread, 
you sit aud contemplate it poised still 
aud clear in tho upper air for a few 
hours. 


In Rangoon, on a still morning or 


evening, hundreds of kites float ovov 
the Burmese quarter of tha town, Hoiiu' 
nearly out of sight, others hovering jnsl 
above tho roofs. When drivliTg, yoir, 
syce has frequently to halloo out oC th' 
way a middle aged man who is baclan; 
slowly down in luidstrect coaxing lii. 
kite up. Ho goes arjout the bnsincr-- 
with a ponderous solemnity that raisi* 
It to the dignity of a science.
